No. INS-IK 10)03/64 — It is notified for general in- 
formation that the ESI Corporation passed the following 
Resolution in its meeting held on 25th February 1964, 

“Resolved that, with effect from such date as the 
Chairman of the Corporation may decide, persons 
suffering from (i) Paraplegias and hemiplegias, (ii) 


chronic congestive heart failure, (iii) immature cataract 
with vision 6/60° or less in the affected eye, (iv) anae- 
mias like severe haemolytic, dyshaemopoetic and aplastic 
anaemia, (v) chronic filariasis with obstructive syndrome, 
(vi) cirrhosis of liver with ascitis, (vii) non-specific 
ulcerative colitis, and (viii) lung abscess may be granted 
extended sickness benefit on the same scale and subject 
to same conditions as specified in the resolution adopt- 
ed by the Corporation at its meeting held on the 23rd 
August 1960 in regard to grant of extended sickness 
benefit to persons suffering from tuberculosis, leprosy, 
mental and malignant diseases. 

Resolved further that in Sub-Regulation (3) of Regu- 
lation 103-A of the E.S.I. (General) Regulations, 1950, 
the words ‘Paraplegias and hemiplegias, chronic conges- 
tive heart failure, immature cataract with vision 6/60° 
or le^s in the affected eye, anaemias like severe haemoly- 
tic, dyshaemopoetic and aplastic anaemia, chronic flla- 
riasis with obstructive syndrome, cirrhosis of liver with 
ascitis, non-specific ulcerative colitis and lung abscess/ 
shall be inserted after the words ‘fracture of lower ex- 
tremity’ not caused by employment injury wherever they 
occur,” 

In pursuance of the above Resolution the Chairman of 
the Corporation has decided that the Resolution grant- 
ing Extended Sickness Benefit to Insured Persons suffer- 
ing from the above morbid conditions will come into 
force from the 1st of April 1964. 

Para two of the above Resolution is being published 
separately for comments before its final adoption by the 
Corporation in pursuance of Section 97(1) of the E.S.L 
Act, 1948. 

Resolution of the Corporation dated 23rd August 
1960 was published in Part 111, Section 4 of the Gazette 
of India dated 29th April 1961.
